He told a press conference 
that Japanese reparations pay- 
ments will be a. “shot in the 
arm for our economy.” 

He said he would request 
ships and priority items as 
reparations. 

Magsaysay said he had sent 
papers appointing Felino Neri 
as Ambassador to Japan to the 
Senate today for confirmation.

MANILA, July 17 (AP)— 
Manila newsnapers today play- 
ed up Philippine ratification of 
the Japanese Peace Treaty and 
reparations agreement under 
banner headlines. 

All four morning papers fea- 
tured the news as their top 
story. 


The headline in the influen- 
tial Manila Times, the islands’ 
biggest paper, said: “Repara- 
tions, Peace Ratified.” The 
Manila Bulletin: “Japanese 
Pacts Ratified.’ The Manila 
Chronicle: “Senate Puts Final 
OK on Reps, Peace Treaties.” 
The Philippines Herald: “Warn 
Japan on Reps Treaty Breach 
-—Senate OK’s War Debt, Peace 
Pacts.” 

The American-owned Manila 
Bulletin was the only paper 
carrying editorial comment on 
the news, since the story broke 
too late for most newspapers. 

The Bulletin warned against 
the $250 million loans Japan 
is to extend to the Phikppines 
over 20 years. “It will tie the 
Philippines to the Japanese eco- 
nomy for the next 20 years 
and by then it may become the 
tie that binds,” the paper said. 

The Bulletin said: “Broken 
down into installments, repara- 
tions payments in goods and 
services will amount to $27.5 
million a year, over a 20-year 
period. The Government may 
not be able to find use for all 
that machinery in the first few 
years of the agreement while 
industrialization is slow in get- 
ting started. But if the repara- 
tions program is successful, the 


time will come soon enoughy 


when the yearly allotment won't 
be enough to cover govern- 
mental needs. 


“When that time comes, pri- 
vate enterprise’ will have no 
Share of reparations goods ex- 
cept through loans and credits 


made available via commercial 
channels tthe extent of a quar- 
ter billion rs. And this 
agreement, separate from repa- 
rations proper, is nothing more 
or less than an offer of invest- 
ment capital in the form of 
credit.”

Dulles Warns New Aid Cuts 
May Force Tito to Russia 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP) 
.-—A new warning from Secre- 
tary of State John Foster 
Dulles against forcing Yugo- 
Slavia “irrevocably into the So- 
viet camp” was made public in 
the face of a Senate move to 
forbid new shipments of mili 
tary aid to Yugoslavia. 

His plea to the Senate to 
leave the question of whether 
to shut off future aid to Yugo- 
Slavia to the discretion of 
President Eisenhower was dis- 
closed in secret testimony re. 
leased by the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee yesterday. 


It came as Senate Repub- 
lican minority leader William 
Knowland and Chairman 
Styles Bridges of the Republi- 
can Policy Committee in the 
Senate joined forces behind an 
amendment to bar furnishing 
of any new military equip- 
ment—including jet fighters— 
to Tito’s Government. ’ 

The amendment will be 
offered in the Senate thig week 
(probably Wednesday) when 
debate begins on a $4,105,420,- 
000 money Dill carrying $680,- 
000,000 above the total pre 
viously voted by the House. 

Dulles pleaded for retention 
of a provision contained in the 


Foreign Aid Authorization Bill 
previously voted by both 
Houses 
ting off of foreign aid to Tito 
within 90 days unless the Presi- 
dent determines it is in the in- 
terest of this country’s secur- 
ity to continue it. 

“I am not saying that the 
discretion that was left to the 
Executive by the authorizing 
legislatioh will be used in favor 
of aid to Yugoslavia,” Dulles 
told the cogrmittee. “I do not 
know what We will do. 

“But I do believe that to 
deny discretion to the Execu- 
tive in that respect would be 
greatly to set back our hopes 
and our prospects in that part 
of the world, and to force ir- 
revocably into the Soviet camp 
@ nation which will still is try- 
ing to keep in both camps.” 

He said that was not a 
“happy situation for us, I admit,. 
but a much happier situation 
that if they were 100 per cent 
in the Soviet camp, and wholly 
depending upon it for military 
establishment, projected into 
forward position in Europe.”

Floods Kill 
42 Persons 
In N. Honshu 


Disastrous floods hitting six 
prefectures in the Hokuriku and 
southern Tohoku district claim- 
ed a total of 42 lives and in- 
jured 23, according to police 
tabulations late last night. 

Eighteen persons were count- 
ed as missing. 

Property and public works 
losses so far listed were 106 
houses destroyed, wrecked or 
washed away, 18,585 others 
flooded and more than 22,000 
acres of farmland inundated. 


Roads were damaged at 208 
places, 196 bridges washed away 
and 177 dikes broken. Land-

Tshikawa Prefecture, ‘worst 
hit, recorded eight deaths, 
seven injured, one missing, 48 
houses lost, 5,851 others flood- 
ed, 66 roads points broken, 122 
bridges washed away, and 71 
landslides. Farmland damage, 
however, was much heavier in 
other prefectures, including 
Fukushima. 


Fears of further danger sub- 
sided this morning as rivers 
generally began to fall and 
clearing skies promised an end 
to the rain, 

Ground Self-Defense Force 
headquarters at Sendai issued 
stand-by orders to units in the 
affected areas for any call for 
aid. The emergency Disaster 
Relief Law was invoked in 
Ishikawa, Yamagata and other 
prefectures. 

The National Railways Cor- 
poration announced yesterday 
that freight exemption will be 
applied to relief goods to be 
sent to the devastated areas. 

The announcement said that 
relief goods addressed to the 
stricken areas will be transport- 
ed free from July 17 to Aug. 
13. while daily necessaries and 
emergency building materials 
will be allowed 50 per cent re- 
duction from July 17 until 
Oct. 16. 

National Railway authorities 
reported that as of 10 a.m. to- 
day the Shinetsu, Ou and Uetsu 
lines connecting Tokyo with the 
two- fiooded districts were dis- 
rupted at 19 points. 

The brand new Byakkotai 
Hall in Wakamatsu was washed 
away when raging waters of the 
swollen limori River gushed 
over the banks.

Russia Promises 
Aid to E. Germany 


BERLIN, July 17 (AP)— 
Russia promised new economic 
aid to Communist East Germany 
today in a move that seemed 
aimed at overcoming widespread 
worker unrest in the satellite 
nation. 

The official East German news 
agency, ADN. said the pledge of 
Soviet assistance came at the 
end of the two-day Moscow con- 
ference between top leaders of 
Russia and East Germany. 

ADN. quoted East German 
Premier Otto Grotewohl as 
“thanking the Government of 
the USSR for aid in further 
developing the economy of the 
German Democratic Republic 
and the raising of the material 
welfare of the population.”

Wins Ist OK 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., July 
17 (INS)—The U.N. Disarma- 
ment Commission has approved 
American plans for a global 
disarmament treaty and reject- 
ed Soviet demands for an un- 
controlled ban on_ nuclear. 
weapons. 


The 10 to 1 vote in support of 
the U.S. plan for reducing na- 
tional armaments and control- 
ing nuclear weapons under an 
international inspection system 
was hailed by Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge today as an 
American victory, 


The vote came on Peru’s pro- 
posal to refer the Western plan, 
which is highlighted by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s “open skies” 
inspection plan, and resolutions 
by Russia and Yugoslavia to a 
five-nation disarmament  sub- 
committee, 


The subcommitte—U.S., Brit- 
ain, France, Canada § and 
Russia—is expected to convene 
when the U.N. General As- 
sembly opens its 11th session 
on Nov. 12. The same group 
met recently in London. 


Russia voted against the 
Peruvian proposal and Yugo- 
Slavia abstained. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis- 
fer Andrei A, Gromyko charg- 
/ed that the proposal was slanted 
in favor of the West, since it 
cited the Western disarmament 
plan as a practical measure for 
solving the arms deadlock but 
failed to mention the Soviet de- 
mands for nuclear prohibitions.

Varied repercussions were 
seen yesterday to the report 
that the Supreme Soviet adopt- 
ed. resolutions giving “complete 
support” to the Japanese Diet 
resolution of last February 
which called for the outlawing 
of atomic and hydrogen bombs 
and the banning of nuclear 
weapons tests. 

The report also said that 
Soviet Foreign Minister Dmitri 
Shepilov, in his speech to the 
Supreme Soviet Monday propos- 
ed that the Soviet Union, United 
States, and Britain conclude an 
agreement for an immediate ban 
on nuclear weapons tests. 

Foreign Office sources, com- 
menting on the report, pointed 
out that the Soviet move is an- 
other gesture aimed at propagat- 
ing Soviet pacifism prior to the 
resumption: of the Russo-Japa- 
nese peace talks. 


The same sources said that 
this is clear from the fact that 
the U.S. and Britain replied to 
the Japanese resolution shortly 
after it was sent to them, while 
the Soviets did not reply until 
now. 

They also pointed out that 
even after the Japanese propo- 
sal was made, the Soviets car- 
ried out nuclear weapons tests. 

However, these sources admit- 
ted the political effect of the 
Soviet resolutions as it is more 
concrete and definite than the 
replies made by the United 
States and Britain. 

It is recalled that both the 
U.S. and British replies express- 


ed agreement to the spirit of 
banning nuclear weapons tests, 
but said it will be impossible to 
do so for the time being. 

The Japan Council against 
Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs, 
on the other hand, expressed 
satisfaction over the step taken 
by the Soviets. 

The Council sent a message 
to the Supreme Soviet request- 
ing its further efforts in realiz- 
ing the banning of nuclear 
weapons tests. 


The Council, in its statement 
issued yesterday, hoped that an 
agreement may be reached 
among the big three powers for 
a ban on nuclear tests as soon 
as possible. 

The statement also said that 
it will strengthen its move- 
ment against atomic and 
hydrogen bombs in the future. 

The Socialist Party also is- 
sued a statement welcoming the 
resolutions. adopted by § the 
Supreme Soviet and the state- 
ment made by Shepilov, 

The statement was _ issued 
under the name of Seiichiro 


Katsumada, chairman of the 
Diet Poilcy Committee.

Dulles.

NEW YORK, July 17 (AP)— 
A bizzarre diplomatic secret 
was reported last night: A long 
series of illnesses of Clare 
Boothe Luce, U.S. Ambassador 
to Italy, was caused by arsenic 
poisoning, 

The deadly arsenic came from 
paint on the ornate ceiling of 
her bedroom in Rome, It sift- 
ed down in tiny amounts of 
dust during the first 20 months 
she lived there, getting into her 
breakfast coffee. In hot wea- 
ther, she inhaled it daily.

Death Toll Rises 
To 53 in Poznan 


LONDON, July 17 (AP)—The 
Warsaw Radio announced today 
that 53 persons lost their, lives 
in the workers’ uprising in Poz- 
nan on June 28—an increase of 
15 over the previously officially 
announced total. 


The new figure came from the 
Polish Prosecutor General, Ma- 
rian Rybicki., | 

In a radio interview with a 
Polish news agency reporter, 
Rybicki said nine of the dead 
were soldiers or police. No 
women were killed. The young- 
est fatality was a 13-year-old 
boy. 

During the disorders, Rybicki 
said, more than 300 persons 
were wounded of whom 127 are 
still in hospitals. . Those still 
undergoing treatment include 
31 soldiers, 13 police and five 
members of the citizen’s militia. 

Of the hundreds arrested at 
the time, 323 still are detained 
and their cases are being in- 
vestigated, he said, adding: 

“Among the arrested are 33 
criminals who escaped from 
prison and took part in assaults 
and looting. There are 64 per- 
sons among the arrested who 
made use of the incidents to 
commit acts of burglary, steal- 
ing and assault.”

offer an entirely new outlook, 
in the world today. : 


Due to the efforts of the 
Government of Spain in this 
line, her labor syndicates, for- 
merly a source of social dis- 
turbances, now contribute a 
basic pillar of strength in the 
present regime, and act as an 
essential faction in the new 
political structure of the coun- 
try. 

The activities of Spain in all 
fields, have confirmed that the 
optimism whjch I had express- 
ed in my last message a year 
ago, was not exaggerated. 

Since then, three prominent 
events in the political sphere 
have been realized:* firstly, the 
admission of Spain to the U.N,, 
secondly, the significant ex- 
change of official visits be- 
tween the United States of 
America and Spain, and final- 
ly, the termination of the 
Spanish Protectorate in the 
northern zone of Morocco. 

In regards the first event 
above mentioned, @ great in- 
justice has been corrected, and 
from now on Spain will be 
able to collaborate with other 
peace-loving countries within 
the frame of the World Organ- 
ization. 

It will also be one of the 
endeavors of Spain to aid 
Japan in her future admission 
to the U.N. 

The visits of John Foster 
Dulles to Madrid last Novem- 
ber and of Don Alberto Martin 
Artajo to Washington in April, 
have ensured an understanding 
between the United States of 
America and Spain in view of 
their mutual interests. 

In the recognition of the 
unity and independence of the 
Empire of Morocco after 44

years of Protectorate, has been 
another indication of the 
friendly understanding of 
Spain, who remains faithful to 
her traditions as a creator of 
nations. The transfer to the 
Moroccan authorities of the ex- 
ecutive powers hitherto ex- 
ercised by ‘Spain is now under 


study in an atmosphere of 
cordiality and mutual con- 
fidence. 


The complete economic re 
covery of Spain, accomplished 
in 1955, was put to test last 
winter when an unusual spell 
of low temperature in regions 
of mild climate caused colossal 
agricultural losses. The dam- 
ages represented over 100 mil 
lion dollars, and yet the endur- 
ance of the Spanish people, so 
similar to that of the Japanese 
when the unpredictable forces 
of nature erupt, together with 
the proper measures taken by 
the Government and the gener- 
ous attitude shown by sym- 
pathizing countries, quickly ac- 
complished the urgent task to 
better the situation. Now once 
more, the economy of Spain 
with its swift progress, offers 
larger production and a con- 
siderably higher scale of em- 
ployment. 


The trade between Japan 
and Spain has successively in- 
creased within the last year, 
and reached new _ spheres 
where a promising develop- 
ment is evident. For the first 
time, Spain is importing agri- 
cultural machinery from Japan 
in large numbers. Motor 
vehicles and other manufactur- 
ed products are similarly being 
exported. 

To conclude, I wish to con- 
yey today, on the occasion of 
the 20th anniversary of the Na- 
tional Movement, a message of 
greetings and goodwill to Japan 
from the government and peo- 
ple of Spain.

Automation and Japan (1) 


About 10 years ago a new 
word — automation — crept into 
our economic vocabulary. It 
Was a shotgun marriage of two 
Other words, automatic opera- 
tion, made necessary because 
modern technology was giving 
birth to a new economic con- 
cept. 

Today, one reads about auto- 


mation everywhere, and, at 
least, according to exultant 
press reports, automation is 


springing up around us in near- 
ly every industry in Japan. 

Yet, there has been little at- 
tempt to define it accurately, 
and even less to explain its 
significance in terms of the na- 
tion’s economic growth and its 
implications for society as a 
whole. 


What We Are Told 

We are told, for example, that 
Japan’s oil refineries, power 
plants, and dial telephone sys- 
tems are good examples of auto- 
mation. We read, furthermore, 
that a photo processing concern 
has adopted entirely automatic 
machinery and that another 
firm has an automated chemical 
plant. 

At this point, one is inclined 
to comment—‘Power plants, 
dial telephones, and oil refineries 
have been around a long time. 
If this is all there is to automa- 
tion, what’s all the fuss about? 
All we’re doing is giving a new 
name to a lot of familiar things.” 

If this were all there, was to 
automation, this article would 
not have been written. Unfor- 
tunately, the glamorous side of 
the business has stolen the 
show; we hear a good deal about 
spectacular technological ad- 
vance but woefully little about 
the impact the new concept 
will have on our civilization. 


Tremendous Implications 

For the implications of auto- 
mation are tremendous. They 
go far beyond labor’s com- 
plaint of rising unemployment 
and the industry’s promise of 
revolutionary new products. 

Automation will challenge 
man's inventiveness and men- 
tal prowess as never before 
Particularly in Japan, automa- 
tion will create serious prob- 
lems; problems that, for a na- 
tion whose economy is based on 
foreign trade, may be virtual- 
ly insurmountable. 

First, what exactly is 
new concept?. 

In terms of its social and eco- 
nomic significance, automation 
is not merely’ the replacement 
of a machine or a whole factory 
by = self-operating equipment 
that has only to be turned on 
in the morning and switched 
off at night. 


Functions of Machines 


Technically, of course, in- 
dustrial automation is the use 
of machines, instead of work- 
ers, to run machines which 
manufacture goods. Under 
ordinary mass production, the 
worker retains certain func- 
tions such as handling mater- 
ials supervising the  perfor- 
mance of production machinery, 
setting the machines and 
checking their output. 

Under automation, these 
tasks are taken over by a 
machine. The worker is no 
longer directly involved in the 
manufacturing process. His 
function becomes a far higher 
and more coémplex one: plan-

ning, controlling and analyzing 


} 


the factory’s operations and its 


products. 
But this is only the _ be- 
ginning. In its full sense, 


automation—automatic opera- 
tion—requires that the entire 
economy function as an in- 
tegrated whole. The line from 
raw material to final consumer 
must be a continuous one; a 


change in one part of the full 
Cycle _ necessitates similar 
changes in all others. 

Set Pattern 


Furthermore, the economy as 
it relates to a particular auto- 
mated industry must follow a 
set pattern. Under automation, 
economic variables must either 
be under full control or predict- 
able. Finally, automation re- 
quires full self-regulation—as 
much in the indivjdual plant 
as in the economy as a whole. 

A worid in which all the 
chance economic elements are 
gone may strike one as ex- 
tremely dull. Yet, in essence, 
that is where automation is in- 
exorably leading us. 

There are a number of rea- 
sons why.this is so, and why 
true automation is not merely 
a continuation of technological 
advance. 


Peak Efficiency 

The fully-automated industry 
has a tremendous investment in 
machinery and facilities. In 
order to produce profits, it must 
be run at optimum rates. The 
plant cannot afford to be idle 
or operated at less than peak 
efficiency for any significant 
period of time. 

The industry will have few 
variably costs, Management 
will not be able to lay off work- 
ers to compensate for slack busi- 
ness since only a very few work- 
ers will be employed in produc- 
tion and.these are needed as 
long as the firm is in business 
at all. 

Short-run adjustments of pro- 
duction, except within tight 
limits, will no longer be possi- 
ble. Output will be planned 
years, not months, in advance. 

Profits will become thea chief 
“variable cost” and the only real 
— against economic fiuctua- 
tions. 


Entire Economy Affected 

From this it is not difficult 
to see that the problems o¢ auto- 
mation go far beyond mere tech- 
nology. The entire economy 
must be automated. This de- 
mands revolutionary advance in 
the fields of market research, 
controlled demand, sales promo- 
tion, labor relations, long-range 
economic analysis, and a host 
of other related fields. It is bound 
to affect the pattern of educa- 
tion. And the nation will be 
confronted with the paradox of 
acute labor shortages in the face 
of growing unemployment. 
Labor mobility will be a vexing 
problem.

matic reiations between the two nations restored. 


It has 


taken a long time. We naturally feel a sense of relief, but 
more than that we look with eager optimism to a future 
that promises vast mutual benefits to the Japanese and the 


Filipino people. 


This country has come a long way since the erd of 


the Pacific War. 


The signing of the San Francisco Peace 


Treaty in 1951 was the major milestone, of course, marking 


Japan's re-entry into the world comity of nations. 


Yet that 


treaty left 4everal blind spots on the global map, which 
have gradually become filled in as our problems with 


various nations have been solved one by one. 


None of 


these gaps has been so severely felt as that of the Philip- 


pines. 


It may be argued by some that the resumption of re- 


lations with the Soviet Union, 
more far-reaching significance, 


still to be effected, will have 
but whether that will be be- 


neficial to Japan is today a matter of public debate. On the 
other nana, the Japanese people in complete unanimity and 
without reservation rejoice at our rapprochement with the 


Philippines. 


In this celebrating mood, though, it behooves us to stop 
and consider how the event is being regarded by the Fili- 


pinos. 


We need to be reminded of the bitterness toward 


Japan still remaining among those who cannot easily for- 
get the destruction this country caused in their homeland. 
There are many Filipinos who are not satisfied that the 
reparations agreement provides sufficient compensation.

Wednesday, July 18 


Asahi Shimbun noted with 
Satisfaction the Philippine 
Senate’s ratification of the 
Japan-Philippine reparations 
agreement and the San Fran- 
cisco Peace Treaty. In the 
paper’s view, formal resumption 
of diplomatic relations, expect- 
ed soon, will greatly serve to 
promote world peace. Also edi- 
torially, the paper discussed 
Soviet Foreign Minister Shepi- 
lov’s proposal that the Soviet 
Union, the United States and 
Britain conclude an agreement 
for an immediate ban on nu- 
clear weapons tests. The paper 
urged the United States and 
Britain to accept the Russjan 
bid and to start talks on the 
_ issue. 


Mainichi Shimbun called on 
Foreign Minister Shigemitsu, 
chief delegate to the forth- 
coming Japan-Soviet Union 
peace talks in Moscow, to stick 
to the Government's establish- 
ed basic policy. In the papers 
view, Shigemitsu should not 
make “undue concessions. in 
negotiating with the powerfui 
Soviet Union.” Also editorial- 
ly, the paper discussed . the 
Economic Planning Agency’s 
White Paper covering fiscal

“Yomiuri Shimbun supported 
the National Personnel Au- 
thority’s recommendation for 
the Government and the Na- 
tional Diet for a revision of the 
present wages for public ser- 
vants. In the paper's view, it 
will be necessary for the Gov- 
ernment to reconsider an up- 
ward revision of the wages to 
a certain extent. The Govern- 
ment should take into consider-

How- 
ever, in the paper’s opinion the 
Government should not rely on 
tax revenues to cover funds 
needed for an upward revision 
of public servants’ wages. 


Chugoku Shimbun (Nagoya) 
in its comment on the July 8 
Upper House election stressed 
that it is possible to say that 
the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party was defeated by the 
Socialist Party inasmuch as it 
failed to garner two-thirds of 
the House seats necessary for 
the Government’s proposal for 
constitutional revision, In the 
paper’s view, the Socialist 
Party should not be proud of 
its victory in the election. 
Greater part of the general pub- 
lic is still dissatisfied with the 
party’s resort to violence as 
seen in the Upper House in the 
24th Diet, the paper pointed 
out. J : 


Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) ‘termed as “pertinent and 
timely” the Social Security Sys- 
tem Deliberation Council’s draft 
recommendation for reforming 
the nation’s social security sys- 
tem. According to the recom- 
mendation, the council stressed 
the need of expanding the 
health insurance system to the 
entire nation and of creating a 
board for coping with tubercu- 
losis. In order to put into force 
a series of measures being re- 
commended by the board a large 
fund from the State coffer will 
be needed, the paper said. Thus

Europe Revisited 
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Journey's End 
Faith in Free Nations of Europe Working Together Pore oe 


This is the 10th and last in a 
series of articles from Eurepe by 
former President Harry S, Truman. 
— Editor. 


LONDON—One thing I can 
say about this European vaca- 
tion of ours is that I haven't 
had such a good time since 
the campaign of 1948. 

My traveling companion, 
Stanley Woodward, thought 
much the same thing when he 
told me: “Well, London is the 
last whistle stop.” 

In addition to the purely per- 
sonal pleasure of seeing the 
magnificent art works of the 
great masters of Italy, Austria, 
Germany, France, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Britain, there was the 
even greater pleasure of seeing 
the truly remarkable progress 
our friends and allies have 
made since the end of World 
War Il. 


I leave Europe convinced 
that the free nations of the 
West are in a much better 
position today to meet the 
threat of the Russians than 


they have been at any time 


since the war. They are in a 
far better position, actually 
and relatively, than they were 
when the Korean affair began 
six years ago. . 

And if we maintain this im- 
proved position I believe that 
the West may not have to meet 
any immediate military threat. 

The rebirth of economic 
health, military power and 
political cooperation in West- 
ern- Europe has appeared as 
handwriting on the wall to the 
Russians. 


Can't Permit Letdown 


That is one reason the Rus- 
sians have shifted their tactics 
and now are using soft words 
and smiles, rather than tough 
talk and threats, in their con- 
tinuing struggle to dominate 
us and the rest of the world. 

We in the free nations must 
be careful how we accept the 
new Russian approach. There 
is real danger of a letdown 
among us, the same sort of let- 
down that we had after victory 
in World War II, 

This is a very, very evident 
danger, and one we must meet 
with good sense and ability. 

The best qualified opinion in 
London leans strongly to the 
belief that there is a beginning, 
at least, of a genuine awakening 
among the people of Russia. 
This belief, or perhaps hope, is 
based on some slight indications 
that the Russian people them- 
selves are beginning to realize 
that they have been had by men 
who promised heaven and gave 
a totalitarian hell, 

But, as I said, there are some 
slight indications. During the 
weekend I had a most fruitful 
talk with a scientist, Dr. Weis- 
kopf. He speaks Russian and 
has visited the Soviet Union a 
number of times. On his last 
trip, which was recent, he said 
he found a great change among 
the people. . 

He said there was a freedom 
of expression he never saw be- 
fore. In one restaurant, he said 
Russians approached him and 
asked questions. That had never 
happened to him before, but 
what was more astonishing to 
him was the fact that these peo- 
ple talked freely to him about 
politics and about the hopes the 
Russian people now have for 
freedom, 


Boosting Young Scientists 


Dr. Weiskopf painted a, 
gloomy picture of the relative 
development of science in the 
Soviet Union, as against.that in 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, He said the same things 
others have told me. The Rus- 
sians are devoting a major ef- 
fort to the development of young 
scientists, giving special encour- 
agement to men and women of 
science.

He told me 
that he could do whatever had 
to be done, just as he always 
did, but that somewhere he 
found fewer things that he 
thought had to be done.

Gracious Queen 


Then on Tuesday afternoon 
we lunched at Buckingham 
Palace with Queen Elizabeth II. 
We found her just’ as gracious 
and unassuming a Queen as we 
had found her when she visit- 
ed us in Washington as 

rincess. . 

Of special interest to us was 
the fact that we had just visit- 
ed many of the places famous 
for their association with the 
great Elizabeth I and here we 
were lunching with Queen 
Elizabeth II. ) 

In London we virtually walk- 
ed through English history 
from 1066 to 1956. We visited 
the Tower of London which 
William the Conqueror had 
built shortly after his victory 
in the Battle of Hastings. He 
decided he was going to hold 
London on the Thames at all 
costs, and the Tower was built 
to help him do it. 

That Tower was the home of 
British kings for 500 years un- 
til the first Elizabeth came to 
the throne and moved to St. 
James Palace. 

In the afternoon Saturday, 
after visiting the Tower, we 
went to Hatfield House to see 
Lord Salisbury and again we 
walked through corridors and 
rooms known to the first Eli- 
zabeth. It was in Hatfield 
House that her father, Henry 
VIII, kept his children and it 
was there, too, that Mary Tu- 
dor kept Elizabeth a prisoner. 


Conclusions of Trip 


As we leave for home and the 
four months of busy politick- 
ing ahead there are some con- 
clusions I would like to record. 

First, in our foreign policy 
we must start with the recog- 
nition that every country and 
every people have an independ- 
ent idea of their own sover- 
eignty and the less we inter- 
fere with their internal affairs 
the better it will be for the 
peace of the world. They act 
according to their best judge- 
ment of their own national in- 
terests and we must not under 
any circumstances tell them 
what to do or threaten them 

with “agonizing reappraisals” 
or reduction in aid if they fail 
to do our bidding. 

Second, we must do all we 
can to convince our friends 
abroad that it is to their self- 
interest to be friendly with us, 
but’ we must remember always 
friendship cannot be purchased 
nor won by coercion. It hurt us 
in Europe when the statement 
was made that the “era of the 
handout” was over. Nobody in 
Europe told me these things 
straight out, but the implication 
was strong in many conversa- 
tions. 

Neutralism a Luxury 

Third, we cannot object to 
any nation following a policy of 
neutrality, but we should let it 
be known that we believe it 
self-evident that neutralism is a 
luxury made possible for those 
countries only by the strength 
of the Free World. If there was 
no NATO or other curb to So- 
viet expansion, there would be 
no neutral nations, only Soviet 
colonies. This the neutrals must 
understand. | 

Fourth, NATO is strong and 
the leaders of Western Europe 
are determined to make it 
stronger. 

Finally, the people of Evrope 
like us. I tried hard to find evi- 
dence to the contrary and fail- 
ed. 1 found nothing to indicate 
ill-will toward the United States 
or my fellow citizens. 

I leave with the strong feel- 
ing that if we do our part sen- 
sibly, our friends here will do

“The Erosion 


" WASHINGTON — Last week 
the National Security, Council, 
the -American government's 
highest policy-making body, dis- 
cussed at length and in detail 
the meaning of the recent 
events which have shaken the 
Soviet empire. Two basic con- 
clusions were reached, which 
can be summarized about as 
follows. 


First, the “cataclysm”—to use 
Italian Communist boss Palmiro 
Togliatti’s word—in the world 
Communist movement is real. 
It is not a carefully prearranged 
fake. The Soviet leaders, Am- 
bassador Charles E. Bohlen has 
cabled the State Department 
from Moscow, were genuinely 
shocked and taken aback by the 
criticism of them by Togliatti 
and other Communist chieftains. 

Nikita Khrushchey and his 
colleagues, according to the offi- 
cial assessment, greatly mis- 
calculated the effects abroad of 
Khrushchev’s denunciation of 
Josef Stalin as a murdering 
tyrant. The experts’ explana- 
tion of the miscalculation is 
simple but convincing. 


During his lifetime, Stalin 
himself exercised jealously 
exclusive personal control, 


through a special section of the 
secret police, over all contacts 
with the foreign Communist 
parties. Thus the present Soviet 
“collective leadership” had 
virtually no contact with, or 
knowledge of, the foreign Com- 
munist movements. In the 
circumstances, it was easy for 
Khrushchev and company to 
misjudge the reactions of the 
foreign CommunSts. 


It was all the easier because 
Khrushchev made his famous 
speech to a very special audi- 
ence, the aristocracy of the So- 
viet party. His hearers were 
psychologically prepared for 
what Khrushchev had to say, 
simply because they knew it to 
be true from their own experi- 
ence. Stalin’s brutalities came 
as nq surprise to them. Terror

Disarmament and Asia

WASHINGTON—Some aspects 
of disarmament that especially 
concern Asian nations came up 
in discussions in the United Na- 
tions Disarmament Commission 
meetings earlier this week. One 
was a warning by the Austra- 
lian representative, E. Ronald 
Walker, that any effective glo- 
bal disarmament plan must rec- 
ognize the current preponder- 
ance of Communist military 
power in Asia. As’ Walker 
said, it is common knowledge 
that present Communist. mili- 
tary manpower in Asia, par- 
ticularly of Soviet Asia, as he 
put it, enormously outweighs 
the military strength maintain- 
ed by the free countries of Asia 
and the Pacific area. 

The Australian representative 
recognized that the question of 


levels of military forces ob- 
viously must be the first subject 
of negotiation between. the 
Great Powers in any agreed 
disarmament plan, 


However, he warned against 
agreement of level of military 
forces arrived at in purely glo- 
bal terms. Disarmament nego- 
tiations, he said, must also take 
into account the security of 
the world, such as the new Nna- 
tions of Southeast Asia and 
elsewhere in the world. » 


Perhaps of even more imme- 
diate concern to Asians was the 
formal proposal by the Western 
Powers to limit nuclear test ex- 
plosions within a disarmament 
plan. British delegate Anthony 
Nutting, advanced this propos- 
al. He was speaking for the 
United States, France and 
Canada, as well as Britain. 


The four-nation proposal 
states that at appropriate places 
and under proper safeguards, 
the buildup of stockpiles of 
nuclear weapons should be stop- 
ped and all future production 
of nuclear material would be 
devoted to peaceful uses and 
limitations would be imposed 
on the testing of nuclear weap- 
ons. A workable system of 
limiting test explosions should

2. The need for taking the first 
step towards coming to grips 
with the problem of nuclear 
weapons. Nutting’s four-nation 
proposal calls for a limitation 
on nuclear testing. 

But why, you may ask, why 
not an outright ban on all test- 
ing? The answer: Under cur- 


rent world political conditions, 
whatever the risks of nuclear 
tests they do not begin to com- 
pare with the risks involved if 
the free nations were to lose 
their capacity to deter a poten- 
tial aggressor. We must take 
note that Communist armed 
strength, including hydrogen 
and atomic bombs, is hidden 
behind a policy of extreme se- 
crecy, 


In the past year, the Soviet 
Union conducted at least six 
nuclear tests. In each case, 
these tests were first made 
public, not by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, but by the United 
States. In the light of continu- 
ing Soviet secrecy, it would be 
foolhardy for the free nations 
to weaken their competence in 
the nuclear field. For this com- 
petence which the Free World 
forces are designed to maintain 
is today the chief deterrent to 
aggression and war. 


Nutting’s proposal to limit 
nuclear tests, a proposal back- 
ed by the Western Powers 
as part of their own disarma- 
ment plan, (may break) what 
has amounted to a long-standing 
deadiock. It is now up to the 
Soviet Union as a world power 
in possession of nuclear weap- 
ons and as a member of the 
U.N. Disarmament Commission 
to accept the proposal and its 
accompanying disarmament 
plan, for then the road would 
be open to the eventual com- 
plete banning of nuclear tests, 
and beyond that, to the com- 
prehensive and effective disar- 
mament that all peoples every- 
where hope for.—(Via Radio- 
press)

The cataclysm need not 


necessarily weaken the world 
Communist conspiracy fatally. 
It might even strengthen it in 
the end. But the American Gov- 
ernment is operating on the 
assumption that the cataclysm 
is real, not a fake. 

The second conclusion is that 
the changes within th2 Soviet 
structure of society are also real, 
as far as they go—and by Stalin- 
ist standards they go rather 
far. Charles E. Wilson testified 
on Capitol Hill the day after 
the NSC meeting. The view he 
expressed there, that the So- 
viets may be “moving toward 
a more liberal society,” accur- 
ately refiects the hopeful but 
tentative conclusion of the NSC. 

Here again, the explanation is 
fairly simple and fairly con- 
vincing. As Khrushchey made 
very clear in his speech, each 
one of the present Soviet lead- 
ers lived constantly in fear of 
death at the hands of Stalin's 
secret police, They are united 
in a common desire to avoid re- 
peating the experience. 

When French Foreign Minis- 
ter Christian Pineau visited 
Moscow recently, Khrushchev 
told him, with violent earnest- 
ness, that he would rather cut 
off both his arms than see his 
country again ruled by the 
secret police. Within limits, he 
no doubt meant what he said, 
and the downgyading of the 
secret police has been’ perfectly 
real. Moreover, the stick of se- 
cret police terror being largely 
removed, a carrot, in the form 
of somewhat higher living stand: — 
ards and a little color in their 
drab lives, has had to be offered 
to the Russian people, 

° “ * 

The story, of course, has not 
yet been told. More such events 
as the bloody riots in Poland 
could reverse the whole process, 
could even lead to the downfall 
of Khrushchev. Nor are there 
any illusions among the policy- 
makers that the Soviets are on 
the point of abandoning Com- 
munist doctrine. 

It is hoped, instead, that the 

newly emerging Soviet bureau 
cratic upper class will increas- 
ingly dominate the system; and 
that the first interest of the re- 
gime will be decreasingly doc- 
trinal, and increasingly concen- 
trated on practical internal 
problems. It is hoped, in facet, 
that “the erosion of despotism,” 
a process forecast some years 
ago by Soviet expert George 
Kennan, may actually have be- 
gun within the Soviet power 
structure, 

This hope, it should be em- 
phasized, is no more than a 
hope, and a very cautious one. 
But it is at least faintly encour- 
aging that the highest policy- ° 
makers, basing their assessment 
on the best available intelligence, 
have concluded that the recent 
changes in the Soviet empire 
are real, and not carefully stage- 
managed optical illusions.
